Probation revoked for Harper 


Former snowmobile 
tour owner must 
spend a year in jail 

Keith Leslie Harper of Duran- 
go, who was convicted in 201 1 
of two counts of unlawful sexual 
contact after being accused of 
groping women on the snow- 
mobile tour he operated in the 
Cascade area, was sentenced to a 
year in jail on Tuesday, Nov. 18. 

Harper, 65, was ordered to 
report to the La Plata County jail 
in Durango, which housesSan 
Juan County inmates, on Dec. 1. 

San Juan County Judge An- 


thony Edwards noted the 
District Attorney’s office 
sought the revocation 
of probation in a Nov. 4 
hearing. 

Harper is the former 
owner of Outlaw Rivers & 

Jeep Tours. Three women 
accused him of groping 
them while he wasgiving 
them snowmobile tours 
in February 2011. 

All three women testifed 
against Harper during a 3-day 
trial. A 5-person Silverton jury 
found him guilty on two of the 
three counts he faced. 


In March 2012, Coun- 
ty Judge Lyndon Skinner 
sentenced Harper to four 
years probation. Harper 
was also ordered to reg- 
ister as a sex offender for 
a minimum of 10 years, 
enroll in sex-offender 
treatment program and 
pay more than $10,000 
in costs. 

Harper denied all 
allegations in the case. And it’s 
his refusal to admit guilt that 
resulted in the probation being 
revoked this week. 

Such an admission of guilt is 


a requirement for the treatment 
that was ordered. 

In his order issued this week, 
Judge Edwards wrote that “based 
upon the record before me, oral 
argument and statements made 
by the defendant, I have deter- 
mined Mr. Harper will be unable 
to comply with his probation 
ordered, which will require the 
defendant serve the remainder of 
his sentence incarcerated.” 

The modification order issued 
Nov. 18 sentences Harper to a 
year in jail on each original con- 
viction, with the sentences to be 
served concurrently.

Hermosa Creek bill clears Senate committee 


Continued snowmobile use on BLM land 
near Molas Lake is riding on passage

With a Senate committee 
passing the Hermosa Creek Wa- 
tershed Bill last week, hopes are 
being raised that snowmobiling 
can continue on more than 
1 ,000 acres near Molas Lake. 

The bill includes a provision 
to release about 1 ,200 acres of 
BLM land near Molas Lake from 
its wilderness study area status. 

The area has been popular 
with snowmobilers for years, 


but the BLM announced in 
early 2013 that owing to new 
management rules pertain- 
ing to wilderness study areas, 
snowmobiling could no longer 
be permitted there. However 
the agency has agreed to allow 
snowmobiling to continue 
there at least through this 
winter. 

Sen. Michael Ben net (D-Co- 


lo.) and Rep. Scott Tipton 
(R-Cortez), struck an agreement 
on the bill last week. 

The new version of the bill 
was passed with bipartisan sup- 
port by the Senate Energy and 
Natural Resources Committee 
on Nov. 13. 

Bennet and Tipton said they 
are working together to find a 
path forward to pass the bill 


into law before the end of the 
year. 

“The BLM will keep the Mo- 
las Pass snowmobile area open 
all this winter regardless of the 
Hermosa bill’s outcome,” said 
County Commissioner Pete 
McKay. “I am hopeful that the 
Hermosa bill will be passed in 
this lame-duck session. It has 
passed both House and Senate 
committees already so could be 
attached to perhaps a send-

ing bill and approved in this 
manner.” 

Lizzie Loyer of Silverton, 
co-owner of Ice Pirates Back- 
country Adventures based at 
Molas Lake, said she hopes the 
legislation can make it to the 
finish line. 

"We are crossing all our 
fingers and toes that the actual 
passage of the bill will go as 
smoothly as it did in commit- 
tee,” Loyer said. “It is a pretty 
remarkable feeling to be part 
of such a bipartisan effort. We 
thank all of the parties, and of 
course Representative Tipton 
and Senator Bennet, for all of 
their hard work.” 

“This release is a big win for 
the snowmobile community, 
as the Molas Pass area is an 
important riding area for the 
snowmobile community and a 


large economic driver for the 
winter economy of the Town 
of Silverton community,” said 
Scott Jones, vice president of 
the Colorado Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation . “These riding opportu- 
nities and important economic 
benefits would have been lost 
without this legislation.”

“Quitting smoking was one 
of the hardest things I ever had 
to do, but it only took an over- 
night at the hospital to make 
me quit,” said Keri Metzler of 
Silverton. 

All Coloradans pay a huge 
price for tobacco use: more 
than $2.4 billion in health 
care costs and lost productivity 
each year, which is a cost to 
every Silverton household of 
$579 per year. 

The dollars an individual 
spends on smoking or smoke- 
less tobacco add up as well. A 
pack of cigarettes in Colorado 
is about $5. Fora pack-a-day 
smoker, that adds up to $1 ,825 
per year. 

Nearly one in six Colora- 
do adults uses tobacco, and 
more than 80 percent of adult 
smokers became addicted to 
tobacco before the age of 1 8. 
Tobacco use remains the lead- 
ing preventable cause of death 
in Colorado, killing more than 
5,100 people each year — more 
than alcohol or other drug use, 
suicide, homicide, motor ve- 
hicle accidents, fires and AIDS 
combined.

tualiy it was not strong enough 
so they went for the stronger stuff 
and ruined their lives. Worse they 
affected their kids. Kids think if 
daddy and mama can use it, it 
must be OK for me too. 

It is shame what I see is 
happening to my hometown. I 
always thought since I was raised 
there, even with unlocked doors, 

I would have loved to have my 
kids raised there too. After seeing 
what is happened I have changed 
my mind. Us old timers and old 
families would not allowed it to 
come near Siiverton. Not only 
for us, but mainly for our kids’ 
of which the Town Council has 
seemed to have forgotten about. 

Don Stott was also right in his 


opinion of what is happening 
to Siiverton. I also read of all 
the abuse on people that have 
dedicated their lives working for 
a small town and then thrown 
out for petty grievances. I read 
of hearsay conversations that 
get into the official city records. 
Private meetings held plotting 
against each other. It sounds like 
a kangaroo court and totalitar- 
ian run government all in one. 

If you recall your history, it is 
exactly how other governments 
eventually ended up controlling 
the people and punishing the 
ones that did not agree with 
them.

any early snow remaining way 
up yonder. Valley floor accu- 
mulations were 5.2 inches on 
Friday, 5.2 inches on Saturday 
and 4.8 inches on Sunday, mea- 
sured at 7 a.m. Storm total: 15.5 
inches. 

On high, better than two feet 
fell. A good base coat. Lighter 
on-top Saturday night to Sun- 
day morning as temperatures 
dropped following the front’s 
passage. 

We had a high of 33.2 and a 
low of 9., both our lowest yet 
this season. 

But that record did not stand 
for long. Sunday we reached 21 .1 
for a high, with a minus 1 1.2 
reading on Monday morning. 

After all of the snow, accom- 


panied by plenty of wind and 
those three days of mucking, the 
next arctic express decided to 
stop and stay for a while. That 
suited us just perfectly. 

On Monday, 28.7 was the 
high with minus 12.1 at 7 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Then temperatures rose rapidly 
to a balmy 39.5 by mid-after- 
noon. Now old and ever slower, 
sled dog Sam and your corre- 
spondent go for a quarter, half 
or even mile mosey twice a day 
— no excuses. 

Yet when my hiking pard 
asked the question I ditched 
my mountain bike and jacket 
at our community library. Off 
we went for another brisk walk 
and talk — continuing a 30- year 
tradition. 

Winter is really here, complete 


with ice fog each morning, these 
past three down by the Animas 
River. This is a time of rest and 
recuperation in between storms 
for us high-energy output year 
rounders. Not to mention a 
perfect time for backcountry 
adventures. 

Wildlife also need time and 
space. It’s their place, too. Hunt 
and rut wear out elk. Now they 
have increasingly limited access 
to snow-covered plants. Elk rely 
on slope melt off and pawing 
down. 

Moose are on half rations. 
Willow and aspen are dry and 
more difficult to digest. So give 
them a break. No pressuring. No 
pursuing. Live and let live. Show 
respect and be rewarded expe- 
rientially. None of us are here 
alone.

She is 
a naturalized American citizen, 
but before the authorities will 
permit her to depart for home 


she must prove her American 
citizenship. As she is n that part 
of Austria that lies outside the 
war zone, Mr. Matties is not 
worried as to her safety, but over 
the steps necessary to secure her 
a passport. 

From the November 16, 1918 
edition of the Silverton Standard: 

SILVERTON HAS 
NOT CELEBRATED 
VICTORY— YET. 

Silverton is about the only 
town in the state that did not 
turn out on Victory Day. Had 
the conditions in our town 
been right at that time we 
would still be going. But as 
soon as we can we have one 
coming and let it be known a 
good old fashion celebration in 
honor of the boys and victory 
of the Allies in crushing forever 
that thing that lived in Pots- 
dam or some other dam place 
in Germany. 

County Treasurer F.J. Bawden 
is in receipt of a letter from Col. 
B.B. Galvin, of Denver, who was 
former Secretary of the Silverton 
Commercial Club. Col. Galvin 
gives $1000 to the Miners Union 
hospital in the hopes it can be 
used to relieve the residents 
of San Juan county during the 
illness of so many from Spanish 
influenza.
